Beyond the fact-that Great Britain has deohlwed war on German), and 
thus relieved the suspense all over the British Kmpire, there \s very little 
to record in regard to the European situation. Practically the whole of 
Furope is now an armed camp, those countries that have hitherto regarded 
themselves as neutral now taking steps towards mobilizing their armics 
with the view of self-protection,. As Italy is still declaring its neutrality, the 
situation is that Germany and Austria-Hungary are now practically oppos- 
ing the rest of Europe, Arrayed against these two powers are Great Britain, 
Russia, France, Servia and Montenegro, all of whom are root: for action; 
and Belgium, Holland and Switzerland, which are now mobilizing their 
armies, In the far east, Japan is watching developments, and will look after 
Britain's interests in ¢hat quarter of the globe, in accordance with the terms 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 

Owing to the strict censorship of all cable despatches from Burope, very 
few details are trickling through of Uc movements of troops or navies. It is

French Steamer Rochambeau In. 
tercepts Wireless Messages 
From the Warship 


—— 


New York, Aug. 4.—The “phantom” 
German cruiser which has been for 
three days past persistently rumored 
to be lying off port, took shape last 
evening in substantial evidence from 
two different sources of the presence 
somewhere off the coast of the Ger- 
man protected cruiser Dreaden, which, 
on authentic information given = in 
Washington, left Port Au Prince, 
Hayti, July 28, giving as her destina- 
tion St. Thomas, Danish West Indies 
The Dresden'’s arrival in 8t. Thomas, 
however, has yet to be reported and 
although she was supposed to coal 
there and return to Port Au Prince, 
the government has no other informa- 
tion as to her whereabouts at present 
The first indication that the Dresden 
might be in these waters came in with 
the French liner Rochambeau, which 
«ame up the bay after sundown, and 
reached her plier about 7.30, Captain 
Dumont of the Rochambeau displayed 
copies of two wireless messages inter- 
cepted by his operators on Sunday 

Both messages were in a secret 
code, all except the initial call and the 
signature on both were addressed to 
“Karlsruhe, New York" via the sta- 
‘tion of Sayville, L.1, the German tele- 
funken station in the United States, 
and were signed “D on.’ The Ko- 
chambeau also inter yted fragments 
of other measages, one of which closed 
with the words “Relayed from WHer- 
lin,” 

As the Rochambeau at the time 
waa south of Nantucket shoals, and as 
the Dresden must have come direct 
from Carribean waters, where she was 
on duty, he aleulated that she muat 
have been somewhere off the Chem- 
peake capes.
